We are pleased at this time to report such a favorable 
condition of the town’s finances, notwithstanding the rate 
of taxation for 1904 was considerably lower than for 
several years past, and in fact, below the average rate of 
the towns throughout our state, that being $1.92. 


The winter of 1903-4 was u severe one to cope with, 
and nearly two thousand dollars were expended in break- 
ing roads and keeping our highways in a passable condi- 
tion, which amount was paid from the general fund raised 
by taxation last year. 


Within the past two years more than three thousand 
dollars have been expended for a school house at Union ; 
nevertheless, with these extraordinary expenditures, we 
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have in banks and drawing interest nearly five thousand 
dollars, and when the few minor items of liability are 
liquidated, there will be a net cash capital of more than 
four thousand dollars. This amount is a very liberal 
sum with which to transact the general business of the 
town, and allows the treasurer to meet all obligations 
promptly, which, in our opinion, adds much to the status 
of the town and to the community as a whole. 


For highways and bridges, we were obliged to exceed 
our appropriation some three or four hundred dollars, as 
several washouts had to be repaired late in the fall of 1904, 
after the appropriation had been expended, and to this 
subject of good roads we would call the attention of ev- 
ery person in town. We are credited by people trom 
other places who have occasion to pass through our town, 
with having, as a whole, better roads than other towns in 
this section of the state, and as the condition of the road 
depends very much upon the highway surveyor and the 
support he gets in his district, it behooves us ‘all to try 
and do some something, and not only maintain the pres- 
ent condition, but to improve it. Some of our village 
streets are in very poor condition, and we not only 
recommend but expect to see some action taken in the 
near future for their permanent improvement. Public 
improvements of this nature, not only adds to the beauty 
and convenience of our highways, but it also increases 
the valuation of the property situated on either side. 


We would recommend that the sum of two thousand 
five hundred dollars be appropriated for highways and 
bridges, and that at least three-fifths of this amount be 
expended as early in the spring as the condition of the 
roads will permit, the balance to be used for the removal 
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of loose stones, which should be attended to at least 
every six weeks, and also cutting the bushes along the 
highways in every district at some time during the year. 


A new road machine should also be provided. ‘The 
present one is still in very good repair, but for conve- 
nience and economy there should be two in a town of 
this size. | 


We note with pleasure our pauper bills materially de- 
crease each year, the amount this year being less than 
one-half that of two years ago. ‘This not only helps the 
tax payers, but is an indication of thrift and prosperity 
in our town. 


More than one-half of the assessed tax has been ex- 
pended for school purposes. This with breaking roads 
and the maintainance of highways are the three principal 
items of expense that the tax payers have to bear, and 
should be carefully considered when appropriations are 
made. 


The various Cemetery funds which have been accepted 
by the town, have helped to increase the surplus in the 
treasury. It should also be remembered that it involves 
new duties upon the town officers, and mukes the town 
perpetually liabie for the interest and the expenditure of 
the same, and before assuming any further responsibili- 
ties of this nature, we would recommend a careful con- 
sideration of the subject.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 





From January 1, 1904 to January 1, 1905

Contageous diseases—scarlet fever, 5 cases reported. 

Mumps very prevalent, and quite severe cases in adults 
especially noticed. 

No typhoid fever reported for the year. 

At the request of individuals owning wells in Sanborn- 
ville which they felt did. not yield pure water, twelve 
samples of water were sent to the State Board of Health. 
In every case the water was found to be very zmpure, and 
in some cases the water was deadly poison. Although 
report has been favorable as to the general health of the 
townspeople for the past year, yet unless we have a sys- 
tem of water supply to this and other villages of the 
town, there will be sure to come severe epidemics in the 
near future. The town should vote for a water supply at 
once, not only for the health of the community, but for a 
safe guard in cases of fire. 

Another suggestion may not be out of place—until we 
do have a system of water supply for villages of Sanborn- 
ville and Union, more care should be exercised by the in- 
dividuals making up said villages in regard to their cess- 
pools, water closets and sink-drains, which are in many 
cases a daily nuisance, not only to their own health, but 
that of their neighbors’ as well.

The School Board presents the following report of their 
transactions for the past year, to the voters of the 
district, for their inspection : 


We have endeavored to expend the funds entrusted to 
our care, with economy and impartiality, for the best 1n- 
terest of the pupils in the district. 


Your appropriation last March, enabled us to extend 
the school year to 30 weeks, as compared with: 28 
weeks last year; and we find that the schools can be suc- 
cessfully conducted 30 weeks, but not much longer. 


During the year we have expended $4,597, for all pur- 
poses, including repairs, or a sum equal te about $150 
per week for the district, or 50 cents per week for each 
— pupil. 


The same standard has been maintained with our 
teachers, most of whom have accomplished results satis- 
factory to this board. 


Every parent sending a child to our public schools, 
should co-operate with the teacher, without prejudice, 
that an interest may be shown in the home, to arouse the 
pupils to their best efforts. 


On account of necessary repairs needed upon school 
buildings, we advise you to increase your appropriation, 
for repairs, to $500 for the coming year.
